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CHANGES IN THE FACULTY 


The retirement of Mr. A. S. Root as Principal of the School and 
the appointment of Mr. Ernest J. Reece as his successor was noted in 
the last number of Library School Notes. Mr. Root went back to 
Oberlin July 31st, and Mr. Reece is expected to reach New York about 
the 15th of August. 


At the close of the year Miss Catherine E. Tracey, who had been 
a teacher in the School almost since its beginning, presented her resigna- 
tion to take effect September 1, 1917. Beginning with instruction in 
technical German and technical French, Miss Tracey had later added 
the work of instruction in the history of printing and in library 
economy and during the last two years she had also taken the respon- 
sibility for the theses and bibliographies of the Senior year. She has 
given devoted service to the school and her fidelity to the details of the 
burdensome work carried by her, her willingness to undertake many 
disagreeable tasks in addition to her regular work, her kindness and 
patience in helping the students, both before and after graduation, 
have made for her a large place in the affection of her pupils and many 
regrets have been expressed at her withdrawal from the work. The 
best wishes of the School and of her many pupils will follow her in her 
future work. 
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The School also regrets the departure of Miss Helen Peck Young, 
who has been for two years its efficient secretary. During Miss 
Young’s first year of service to the School there was a great addition 
to her labors because Miss Plummer, as President of the American 
Library Association, had the responsibility of planning and arranging 
for the program of the Asbury Park meeting. During this last year 
she has in many ways supplemented the inexperience of a new principal. 
Her work has been thoroughly accurate, her courtesy charming, her 
readiness to help unfailing. The School regrets exceedingly that 
appointment to an important secretaryship in another educational 
institution has led to her withdrawal from the School. 

Miss Isabelle M. Cooper, who has kindly carried the work of 
instruction in Cataloguing in addition to the heavy responsibilities of 
Central Circulation, gives up the school work in order to devote all 
her time to Central Circulation. Her work has been thoroughly 
satisfactory. 

To fill the vacancies caused by these resignations, the following 
have been appointed: 

Miss Mary E. Hyde as instructor in Cataloguing. Miss Hyde 
graduated from Leland Stanford Jr. University in 1901 and from the 
New York Library School in 1904. She was connected with the Cali- 
fornia Academy of Science as editorial assistant and as assistant 
librarian 1903-1906. She was head cataloguer of the San Francisco 
Public Library 1909-1913; and she has been instructor in library 
science in the Simmons College Library School 1913 to the present 
time. In addition to instruction in Cataloguing, she will also carry a 
part of the work of instruction in library economy. 

Miss Marie A. Newberry as instructor in Library Economy and 
School Librarian. Miss Newberry takes part of the work of Miss 
Tracey and is also to be the Supervisor of Training for the Training 
Course for Junior Assistants. Miss Newberry is a graduate of the 
University of Michigan and of the Library School of The New York 
Public Library and has served in the reference department of the 
library since 1913.

THE TRAINING COURSE FOR JUNIOR ASSISTANTS - 


The training course for junior assistants of The New York Public 
Library has been reorganized and placed under the general oversight 
of the Principal of the Library School. | 

Miss Marie A. Newberry of the School faculty is in immediate 
charge of the course. A new circular, giving the course of instruction, 
has just been issued. The training course aims to train applicants for 
work as junior assistants in the circulation department of The New 
York Public Library, and to prepare for entrance examination those 
who desire to eventually enter the Library School of The New York 
Public Library. 

About seventy persons are in correspondence with the supervisor 
concerning the training course and twenty have already made formal 
application for admission. The entrance examination, covering the 
field of general information, history and literature, will be given.on 
August 31st. Instruction will begin September 10th. 

The training course is entirely distinct from the Library School 
and should not be confused with it.
